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THE EXPLOSION. 


Kuitln-r l>ctulls of the Explosion

LONDON-, Dec, 10— A terrible oxpUisiuu 


occurred at 1 o'clock this moruinK at tlio 
Naval Steam Coal Colliery at Pciiny- 
Qrieg, in the Shonda Valley, near Car- 
diff, Wales. 
One hundred BUT. were in 


the colliery at the time. An exploring 
party discovered sixteen bodies. 
The 


search was then impeded by the al'ier- 
Jarnp debris. 


The shock of the explosion was felt for 


niles around, the earth shaking as iC 
there were an earthquake. There are also 
18 horses in the pit, which ia 45!) yards in 
depth. 


A dispatch from the scone of disaster 


says : 


" The most intense excitement prevails 
throughout the districts. All the roads 
and approaches to 
the colliery are 


thronged with waiting men, women, and 
children. The cries of the poor people 
whose relatives are imprisoned in the 
colliery, are heartrending." 


Many volunteers offered to join an ex- 
ploring party, but up to i) o'clock no at- 
tempt was made to descend the .shaft. 
Tiie colliery ia owned by Messrs Row- 
land & Morgans. 


AT 3:30 p. M.— The explosion at the 


Pen-y-Gneg colliery occured at forty 
minutes paat 1 this morning. The shook 
was ao violent that it was felt for miles 
around, and the damuge so great thnt the 
explorers were not able to decend into 
the mine for some hours. 
There is not 
the slightest hope of saving the men or 
any of the horses now in the pit. 
Four 


men have been brought up alive. 


At 5 p. M.— It is now ascertained that 


eighty-six of the persons who were in the 
pit at the time of the explosion are dead. 
Seven corpses were brought up this fore- 
noon. Many others have been discovered 
and will be raised this evening. 


LONDON, Dec. 10— Twenty-two bodies 


have been recovered so far, and thirty- 
four more hare been seen in the Pon-y- 
Grieg pit.

volving cornstalk cutter, enabling tho 
farmer readily to dispose of tin; corn- 
stalks by placing them just where they 
should be placed—in the earth. This 
implement we find, to be one of the 
most useful among the many new in- 
ventions for those who nuiku corn- 
raising a specialty. With it, i'loni ten 
to liftecu acres of standing cornstalks 
per day may, with one team of horses, 
Ije so finely cut that there is no hin- 
drance to running the old-fashioned 
wooden-beam plow. Only occasionally 
do wo find farmers nowadays who break 
down and then burn their cornstalks, 
and even they, I fear, must be. classed 
as slip-shod farmers. True, the corn- 
stalk cutter costs i?:jO or 8-10, but it 
will last a lifetime, as it is constructed 
wholly of iron and steel. When the 
stalks are cut in pieces of about twelve 
or tiftecn inches in length, and thor- 
oughly turned under, we seldom lind 
the cud of one appearing above ground, 
to interfere with a free and satisfactory 
cultivation of the next crop. More 
time, I think, is spent in breaking down 
and raking the stalks into winrows 
than by the process of cutting them. 
The, work of burning them is'likely to 
be attended with some diflicnllv, as lo 
burn them freely they must be very 
dry. 
It' the weather should be damp, 


a delay of several days may be necessa- 
ry for them to become suliicicntly dry 
to burn readily. This is ;i. serious ob- 
jection to the practicability of the plan. 


Many alfirm that the ashes from the 


burned stubble .and cornstalks so enrich 
the soil as to justify the practice of 
burning. Ashes from anything burned 
arc of more or less value, when they can 
be secured, lint the quantity is so 
small that the advantage will be hardly 
perceptible; 
besides, western 
April 


winds arc not particularly favorable to 
the hope of utilizing the ashes. One 
who has the least acquaintance with 
our spjing breezes, if ho cares much for 
his cornstalk ashes, will naturally be 
anxious to retain them on his own farm, 
but the probability is that his neighbor's 
field-will be as much beneliU'd as his 
own. When turned under by the plow, 
all there is in ashes or other elements 
in stubble, cornstalks, weeds, or any 
vegetable growth whatever, goes back 
to the soil to decay, and keep the soil 
loose and lively; whereas, when vege- 
table matter of all kinds is yearly taken 
away, the soil iu a few years becomes 
sterile and unfruitful, and when plowed 
is lumpy, or of a tenacious nature. 
Plow under all that remains when the. 
harvest is gathered, and the soil will bo 
friable and mollov.', and of course will 
be enriched to no small extent. 


Some farmers arc in the belief that 


the burning of cornstalks disposes more, 
or less of the chinch bugs, thinking that 
these little pests deposit their eggs in 
the fall, under that part of the leaf 
whiuh encircles the stalk, at and near 
the joints, thus having secured wii:tc.i 
quarters. 
This belief, I think, is er- 


roneous, as I have sought repeatedly to 
find them, but have always failed. 
As 


was the custom among many oi out 
early settlers, after the cattle 'had free 
access to all sides of the straw slack 
during the winter, and the stacking 
and threshing were done almost any 
where ou the farm, the remaining pi It 
of straw was burned, to be out of tin 
way. There was no desire for a large 
quantity of manure from cattle, drop- 
pings, and the straw, if left till fall 
would furnish a good supply of manure 
Now this straw-burning is, for the mos 
part, abandoned. 
The straw, when 


allowed to remain in stack to be nib- 
bled at by the young stock in the win. 
tor season, is spread out iu spring in E 
way favorable to rapid decomposition 
and in the fall an abundant supply o 
well-rotted straw is ready for any tick 
on the farm. Even could the ashes frou 
burning be secured, the benefit to 
soil would be very small, indeed, com 
pared with the many loads of rich vege 
table manure produced by nature's ow 
process. It would thus'seem that t 
use, the fire-brand to dispose of wha 
nature demands to preserve her pro 
ductive power is a practice which ma 
truly be said to be akin to that of "kil' 
ing the goose that lays the golden egg.

Highway is conducted upon wrong prin- 
ciples. 
The farmer performs his work 


at a time when it docs not interfere 
with his spring crops, and road -work 
is thus usually done at a time when 
-east'beneficial, and the road is often 
left in a worse condition than before 
repaired, and besides, as the law is car- 
ried out, the amount of work is totally 
inadequate to keep the roads fairly 
passable. 
As is usually the case, work 


upon the road means the plowino- of 
unsightly ditches along the roadsiifo to 
become the receptacles of dirty, slimy 
water, the scraping of mounds of lumny 
dirt into the path, and ttirnpikin'o- 
winch moans, especially after a rain 
an almost impassable road, and a sub- 
sequent rutty, break-neck roadway, and 
the balance of tho time, as required by- 
law, being devoted to " triano-ulation ;' 
i. e., leaniug against a hoc-handle, or 
other like time-eonsumino- occupation 
the general aim being to ,r0i super- 
visors' receipts for as little labor as 
possible. 


The labor upon the road should bo 


performed by contract. 
One-half of 


tho present road tax, if applied in this 
way, would keep ouv roads in a far bet- 
ter state of repair than at present. 
Ihis labor then might be extended 
throughout the summer, and the roads 
being constantly worked upon, would 
not remain so long out of condition as 
at present when injured by rains or 
otherwise, and could be repaired with 
lar less labor than where allowed to re- 
inaui unrepaired tor weeks or mouths 
as^is now common. 


The road scraper, or rather machine, 


must in the future largely do the work, 
not only in keeping a .smooth roadbed 
but in many other wavs, and their us. 
will largely supplement the plow aiu1 
scraper, and prove far more eileetive 
Ihe town tax for plows and scrapers, to 
be used largely for individual purposes 
is very large, and if part of this Vcmld 
be used lor the purchase of a machine 
and its subsequent repair, and to be in 
constant use by tho person to whom tli 
control was awarded, the economy of 
the transaction would be verv soon -in- 
parent.
